LETTER. 


Auditor  General’s  Office,  7 

Harrisburg^  December  4,  1848.  ^ 

His  Excellency,  William  F.  Johnston, 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 

Sir; — In  pursuance  of  the  forty -sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  30th  March,  1811, 
Resolution  of  the  21st  April,  1840,  and  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  24th  March, 
1843,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  this  department  on 
the  finances  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1848.  In  preparing  the  same,  the  following  order  of  arrangement  has  been 

adopted,  viz : 

I.  Statement  showing  the  amount  received  at  the  State  Treasury  from  the  severa 
sources  of  revenue ;  designated  by  the  numbers  from  1  to  27  inclusive. 

II.  Statement  showing  the  amount  paid  at  the  State  Treasury,  as  applied  to  the 
several  general  objects  of  expenditure  ;  designated  by  the  numbers  from  1  to  28  inclu¬ 
sive. 

III.  Statement  showing  the  receipts  and  payments  at  the  State  Treasury,  the  sources 
whence  derived  and  objects  to  which  applied,  during  the  several  months  of  the  year, 
and  the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

IV.  Statement  showing  the  number  of  taxables  in  the  several  counties  of  the 
Commonwealth;  the  amount  of  tax  on  real  and  personal  estate  required  to  be  assessed 
in  the  same,  as  fixed  by  the  Revenue  Commissioners ;  the  amount  of  State  appro¬ 
priations  for  common  schools  therein ;  and  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  therefrom. 

V.  Synopsis  of  the  revenue  and  expenditures  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  last 

four  financial  years. 

VI.  Appendix  containing  statements  relative  to  the  loans  of  the  Commonwealth : 
domestic  creditors ;  appropriations  unpaid ;  stocks  owned  by  the  Commonwealth  in 
sundry  corporations ;  the  public  debt ;  and  the  public  property ;  designated  by  the 
numbers  from  1  to  6  inclusive.  To  which  is  added  a  certified  copy  of  the  annual 
account  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  for  the  year  ending  as  above,  which  has  been 
settled  by  the  accountant  officers,  and  now  is  on  file  in  this  department.

The  revenue  does  not  include  receipts  from  lands,  taxes  on  bank  dividends  and  cor¬ 
poration  stocks,  canal  and  railroad  tolls,  or  any  other  items  of  a  general  character  ; 
neither  does  it  show  the  amount  which  accrued  fiom  each  county,  specifically  for  the 
year,  but  simply,  the  aggregate  received  from  each,  which,  in  most  instances,  embraces 
portions  properly  belonging  to  preceding  years.
